Dave Stephenson, chairman of 
the Crawford County Board of 
Commissioners, introduced the 
special events ordinance at the 
county board’s AMGeNINE last 
week, 


The county’s Local 


Emergency Planning Committee. 


has been working on the ordi- 
nance for the last couple of 
months, 

The ordinance would regulate 


the time, the place and the man- 


ner of holding certain special 
events on county roads, on coun- 
ty property and on private prop- 


erty in Crawford County, when 


the event has the potential to 
impact heaith, fire, police, trans- 
portation and other services that 
exceed those regularly provided 
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in the county. 

The goal of the ordinance is to 
promote the health, safety, and 
welfare of ail persons in the 
county - residents and visitors - 
by ensuring that special events 
do not create disturbances, 
become nuisances, threaten the 
life, health and property of oth- 
ers, disrupt traffic or threaten or 
damage private or public proper- 
ty. 

The ordinance was prompted 
by the Camp Grayling Rock & 
Roll Air Show, which was held at

consideration

The Crawford County Board 
of Commissioners is studying 
the possibility of establishing a 
county ordinance, that would 
allow ORVs to travel on the 
shoulders of roadways to get to 
designated trails, coinciding 
with the passage of a state law 
giving them authority to pass 
such a measure. 

Crawford County 
Commissioner Scott Hanson 
volunteered to seek input and 
draft the county ORV ordinance 
at the county board's meeting 
last week. 

Currently, it is against the law 
to operate an ORV on the shoul- 
der of the roadway, forcing peo- 
ple to haul their ORVs and ATVs 
to designated trails where they 
are allowed to operate. 

But, under legislation authored 
by State Rep. Joel Sheltrown, D- 
West Branch, a county board of 
commissioners would have the 
authority to ‘adopt an ordinance 
permitting the operation of 


’ ORVs and ATVs on streets and 


roads under its jurisdiction - not 
state or federal highways - and 
can extend the authority to other 
municipalities in the county. 

’ Every. county in the Upper 
Peninsula, except Keweenaw 


County and a number of counties 
in northern Lower Michigan 
have adopted ordinances in 
recent years permitting the use 
of ORVs and ATVs on county 
road shoulders. 

“I think we are missing the 
recreational boat here in 
Crawford County by not having 
an ordinance that allows people 
to drive along the shoulder of the 
road to get to the ORV sa 
Hanson said. 

Hanson, who is a sales Gent 
for Century 21 River Country; 
said that some potential real 
estate buyers are specifically. 
seeking an area where they can 
operate their ORVs. 

“A lot of people are traveling 
by Crawford County,” he said. 
“They're not buying property 
here because they can go to 
another county and nde theif 
ORVs.” 

An Attorney General's opinion 
said that existing county ordi- 
nances do not comply with state 
law.

Lester wore a scarf on her head 
the entire time she was in Iran, 
since that is an Islamic custom. 
Women are also prevented from 
baring their arms, legs or expos- 
ing too much of their cleavage. 
She even had to wear a scarf over 
her head for her passport photo. 

Lester said she was interested 
in seeing what the country was 
like since she was last there. She 
said the house she lived in is still 
standing, since it is located next 
to a house that was ordered to be 
preserved due to its ornate wood 
construction. The neighborhood 
she lived in, however, is sur- 
rounded by shopping malls and 
retail stores. 

“The city has just boomed, but 
the countryside is less prosper- 
ous,” Lester said. 

Lester said that some Iranian 
women have relaxed strict com- 
pliance with Islamic standards, 
wearing their head scarves farther 
back on their heads, Alcoholic 
beverages are illegal there, but 
Lester said she was offered wine 
and Arak, an Iranian liquor, while 
she was there. 

“They make their own, so ] got 
a feel for what it was like during 


Prohibition,” Lester said. 

Lester said that newspapers 
and magazines continue to be 
censored by the Iranian govern- 
ment. She said that when one 
newspaper or magazine is shut 
down, another quickly pops up in 
its place. 

“They’re fantastic bloggers and 
they love the Internet,” Lester 
said. “They will do anything to 
get their points and their opinions 
out.” 

Lester said that the Iranian 
people are pro-American and 
love American music, culture and 
products. She added that the new 
people she met invited her into 
their homes. 

“T think I gained 10 pounds 
while I was there since I was 
shown so much hospitality,” she 
said. 

‘While there is speculation of 


Iran developing nuclear weapons’ 


for an attack on another country 
in the Middle East, she said there 
was little evidence of such hostil- 
ities during her visit. 

“The reason they’re gung-ho 
on developing their nuclear 
power is they want to sell their 
oil,” Lester said. “It's more eco- 
nomical for them to develop their

nuclear program and sell their oil 
to us gas guzzling foreigners.” 

Lester, who is involved in a 
group called the Crawford 
County Peace Seekers, has par- 
ticipated in peace marches in 
Traverse City protesting the 
United States taking military 
action against Iran. 

Lester said her political activi- 


ties and interests had little to do 
with her recent visit to Iran. 

“T think that an attack on Iran 
would be just as disastrous as the 
war in Iraq,” Lester said. “It’s 
such a tangled mess over there, 
and the last thing America needs 
is having some group or another 
attacking our military and citi- 
zens,” 


Banner year for eastern tent caterpillars in Crawford County

If you take a good look around 
Crawford County, this spring was 
a banner year for the eastern tent 
caterpillar (ETC) insect. 

This insect pest is known for its 
telltale webs or “silken tents”. 
ETC feeds mostly on wild or 
‘scrub’ cherry trees growing 
throughout the county in old 
fields, on the edges of woodlots or 
along the roadside. Occasionally, 
the ETC will also lay its eggs and 
nest on cultivated fruit trees in 
home orchards as weil. 

The ETC is an insect that feeds 
on the leaves of its host plant. 


The damage to trees can occa- 


sionally be severe - especially if a 
single cherry tree is infested by 
several colonies (tents) of ETC. 
These hairy caterpillars feed on 
foliage in and around the tent dur- 
ing the day and usually return to 
the colony at night. At first, both 
the caterpillars and tents are small 
in size. However, as feeding con- 
tinues, both the caterpillars and 
silken tents get larger in size. 
Severe outbreaks of ETC typical- 
ly occur about every 8 years or so, 

By now, most of the feeding 
(i.e, defoliation) by ETC is fin- 
ished for the growing season. 
Currently,.ETC insects are leav- 
ing their tents in search of secure, 
hidden places to pupate and form 
cocoons.They will emerge as a 


tan-colored moth in late June or 
early July and lay eggs on the 
selected tips of cherry tree 
branches for next year. 

Chemical (pesticide) controls 
for ETC are available if home- 
owners fee! the need to control 
severe outbreaks. However, since 
ETC is a native insect, high popu- 
lations usually last only one or 


two seasons before crashing to 


low: population levels on their 
own accord. Therefore, chemical 
contro] is not always needed. 
There are several traditional] 
chemical pesticides containing 
active ingredients, such as 
malathion, carbaryl, or cyfluthrin, 
that will work as well as biologi- 
cal sprays such as bacillus

thuringiensis or Bt that can be 
used to control both insects. 
When spraying, spray both the 
foliage as well as the nests or 
tents for good control. However, 
the tents of ETC are pretty tough 
to spray through and it sometimes 
helps to first poke a hole into the 
nest to spray directly into the tent 
— if you can reach it. 

For homeowners who prefer a 
non-chemical control for ETC, 
some success can be obtained 
when homeowners use a broom, 
rake or similar type pole and pull 
the nests out of the tree and 
“squish” them on the ground. 
This works better when the tents 
are small in size — especially if 
you’re squeamish about insects. 

Many people often confuse 
ETC with another leaf eating pest 
common to Crawford County — 
the gypsy moth, ‘However, these 
two insects are not the same. ETC 
hatches much earlier in the 
spring, confines its feeding to 
cherry and other fruit trees and is 
the only insect in the spring to 
form the characteristic web or 
tent, 

Gypsy moths, on the other 
hand, hatch after the ETC insect 
and do not really become notice- 
able until mid-late May and into 
June. Gypsy moth caterpillars 
also feed on a large variety of 
deciduous, hardwood tree species 
- especially oaks, birches and 
aspen (popples). Another big dif- 
ference between these two insects 
is that the gypsy moth insect does 
not form any type of web or nest. 

So far in Crawford County, the 
gypsy moths have hatched but are 
not that noticeable yet. What most 
people are seeing is the ETC and 
their silken webs. 

A third hairy caterpillar that 
can also be found in oak or hard- 
wood forests this time of year is 
the forest tent caterpillar (a native 
insect), Forest tent caterpillars 
have spots on the back of the 
caterpillar that are key-holed in 
shape or that look like small foot- 
prints, Despite their name, they 
do not form a tent in a tree. This 
area has not experienced large 
populations of forest tent caterpil- 
lars in several years, but there are 
some indications that populations 
may be growing and may be a 
problem in the next year or so.

these would be the Afghanistan 
and Iraqi wars, along with the 
general economic downturn, 
which many of us call a reces- 
sion. 

The federal government contin- 
ues to run a deficit operation and 
cannot do some of the other 
things it would like to do, and 
should be doing. 

As Mr. McMahon said: “You 
know, things happen.” 
* * * 

A SIMILAR SCENARIO plays 
itself out in Michigan, too. 

Year after year, our legislature 
and governor struggle with 
deficits and budgetary problems, 
cutting here, patching there. Not 
enough money is coming in, too 
much is going out, and the proper 
roles of government are being 
stunted. 

Throw in a couple of unexpect- 
ed and expensive developments 
like Mr. McMahon’s divorces — in 
Michigan’s case, the decline of 
the auto industry, which for 
decades has been our economic 
strength, plus the dwindling job 
base — and before you know it, as 


Ed McMahon would say, “you 
know, things happen.” 

There are two keys to the Ed 
McMahon political philosophy 
that can avert disaster, as exem- 
plified by his losing his Beverly 
Hills home: . 

First is to live within your 
means, which means do not 
spend more than you take in. 

And second is to plan for the 
unexpected, because sooner or 
later it will happen.

RON PAUL UPDATE - A cou- 
ple of weeks ago, commenting on 
the suspension of Sen. Hillary 
Clinton’s campaign for president, 
I pointed out that battles for the 
two major party presidential can- 
didacies were not really “all over 
but the shouting” because US 
Rep. Ron Paul of Texas still had 
in gear his campaign for the 
Republican nomination.

Liberty or 


Slavery? 

Alexander Franser Tyler 
(1748-1813) wrote in the Decline 
and Fall of The Athenian 
Republic: “The average age of 
the world’s greatest civilizations 
has been 200 years, we read, and 
those nations progressed through 
this sequence: From Bondage to 
Spiritual Faith -- From Spiritual 
Faith to Great Courage -- From 
Courage to Liberty -- From 
Liberty to Abundance -- From 
Abundance to Selfishness -- 
From Selfishness to 
Complacency -- From 
Complacency to Apathy -- From 
Apathy to Dependency -- From 
Dependency back again into 
bondage.” We call to remem- 
brance, America is over 200 
years old. 

Frederic Bastiat (1801- 
1850) was a French economist, 
statesman, and author who wrote 
‘before, during and after the 
French Revolution of February 
1848. His logic and warning to 
shis fellow citizens went unheed- 
ed, yet he warned them of the 
‘danger of socialism which was 
‘destroying their nation. Frederic 
‘Bastiat stated in his book, The 
‘Law: “Life, faculties, produc- 
‘tion--in other words, individuali- 
ity, liberty, property -- this is man. 
‘And in spite of the cunning of 
artful political leaders, these

three gifts from God precede all 
human legislation, and are supe- 
rior to it. Lite, liberty, and prop- 
erty do not exist because men 
have made laws. On the contrary, 
it was the fact that life, liberty, 
and property existed beforehand 
that caused men to make laws in 
the first place.” (These rights 


gave birth to our Declaration of 


independence.) 

Bastiat then explained human 
law. “What, then, is law? It is 
the collective organization of the 
individual right to lawful 
defense. Each of us has a natural 
tight--from God--to defend his 
person, his liberty, and his prop- 
erty. These are the three basic 
requirements of life, and the 
preservation of any one of them 
is completely dependent upon 
the preservation of the other two. 
For what are our faculties but the 
extension of our individuality? 
And what is property but an 
extension of our faculties?” 

Bastiat then explained collec- 
tive tights: “If every person has 
the right to defend -- even by 
force -- his person, his liberty, 
and his property, then it follows 
that a group of men have the 
right to organize and support a 
common force to protect these 
rights constantly. Thus the prin- 
ciple of collective right -- its rea- 
son for existing, its lawfulness --

is based on individual right. And 
the common force that protects 
this collective right cannot Jogi- 
cally have any other purpose or 
any other mission than that for 
which it acts as a substitute. 
Thus, since an individual cannot 
lawfully use force against the 
person, liberty, or property of 
another individual, then the com- 
mon force -- for the same reason 
-- cannot lawfully be used to 
destroy the person, liberty, or 
property of individuals or 
groups.” 

Bastiat then —— explained 
Socialism: “Here I encounter 
the most popular fallacy of our 
limes. It is not considered suffi- 
cient that the law should be just; 
it must be philanthropic. Nor is it 
sufficient that the law should 
guarantee to every citizen the 
free and inoffensive use of his 
faculties for physical, intellectu- 
al, and moral self-improvement. 
Instead, it is demanded that the 
law should directly extend wel- 
fare, education, and morality 
throughout the nation. This is the 
seductive lure of socialism.” 
Will we stay free? Pastor “B”

Hanson volunteered to work 
with the Crawford County Road 
Commission, law enforcement 
officials and township officials on 
the ordinance. He said that 
Ogemaw County has been suc- 
cessful in drawing ORV enthusi- 
asts, bringing business to restau- 
rants, gas stations, hotels and 
camp grounds, since adopting 4 
county ORV ordinance, 

“There's just a one page ordi- 
nance and it's short and sweet,” 
Hanson said. 


Under Sheltrown's bill, ORVs. 


and ATVs would be required to 
travel single file with the flow of 
traffic on the extreme right side of 
a street or road right-of-way. The 
legislation creates a maximum 
speed limit of 25 mph, unless a 
lower speed limit is posted. 

Operation would only be 
allowed from dawn to dusk. 

The bill would prohibit anyone 
under 18 years of age from operat- 
ing an ORV or ATV on a county 
road shoulder when they are not 


under’ the direct supervision of a’ 


parent or guardian, unless they 
hold a valid driver’s license or are 
allowed to operate the vehicles for 
farming purposes or due to a dis- 
ability. 

The county board of commis- 
sioners, the road commission and 
local municipalities would. be 
immune from liabilities arising 
from damages sustained by the 
operation of an ATV or ORV ona 
county road shoulder, except in 
cases of gross negligence. Even 
then, the limited liability would 
end at the edge of the normally 
traveled portion of the road - the 
painted white line or edge of the

black top. In the event of an acci- 
dent, the operator of the ORV or 


ATV would be considered negli- 


gent for the damage. 

The county would not be 
responsible to maintain any road 
or street shoulder for ORVs or 
ATVs. 

The county road commission 
would have the authority to close 
up to 30 percent of county roads 
to ORVs and ATVs to protect the 
environment or if a particular 
threat to public safety exists. 

Fines collected under the act 
would be placed in a county ORV 
fund, with 50 percent of funds 
going to the county sheriff's 
office, to fund law enforcement 
and training, and the remaining 
funds going to the county road 
commission to pay for signage 
and remediation purposes. 

The county would be permitted 
to create a civil infraction for a 
violation of the act, with a fine not 
to exceed $500 plus the actual 
cost of any court ordered remedi- 
ation for damages. 

‘The bill limits the authority to 
counties in northern Michigan, 
with the southernmost tier of 
counties including Mason, Lake, 
Clare, Gladwin, Arenac and Bay 
Counties. 

The proposed law unanimously 
passed the House of 
Representatives by a-vote of 107- 
0 last year, and passed out of the 
Senate Committee by a unani- 
mous vote last week. The biil is 
now awaiting a vote by the full 
state Senate, which could be made 
this week. 

“Nothing is for sure in the 
Legislature, but that's the plan 
right now,” said Brady 


Schickinger, chief of staff for 
Sheltrown. 

A county ORV ordinance has 
drawn lukewarm responses from 
some road commission and law 
enforcement officials. 

First Lt. Pat Boyd, the com- 
mander of the Houghton Lake 
Post of the Michigan State Police, 
said state troopers would still tick- 
et ORV operators if they travel on 
the paved portion of the roads 
under existing state law. 

“We can't pick and choose 
which laws we enforce, and we’re 
not going to turn our heads just 
because the locals want us to,” 
Boyd said. “We don't want to have 
these things running everywhere, 
because it’s a nightmare to 
enforce.” 

Boyd said he is also concerned 
about ORV operators trespassing 
onto people's property when mail 
boxes or other obstacles are near 
the road shoulder, the visibility 
issues created by helmets and the 
lack of mirrors on the machines 
and--other issues. created by the 
layout of the roads. 

Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield shared the same safety 
concerns. 

“It's a safety issue and that's 
what it boils down to,” he said. “I 
just don't want to see any more 
people getting hurt.” 

Wakefield said that adding 
another county ordinance for 
deputies to enforce would 
increase the workload for officers 
already handling back-to-back 
complaints. 

“My concern is mixing ORVs 
and ATVs with the general flow of 
traffic on roadways,” Wakefield 
said. “They talk about regulations

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that would let that happen, but you 
know what happens - you give 
them an inch and they take a mile. 
It's another police problem that ] 
have to deal with and my depart- 
ment has to grow with the 
demands we are placing on our 
officers.” 

Don Babcock, managing direc- 
tor for the Crawford County Road 
Commission, said he would have 
to wait and see what county com- 
missioners are proposing before 
he endorses any county ORV ordi- 
nance. Babcock, however, noted 
that the road commission is strug- 
gling to maintain county roads 
due to cuts in Michigan 
Transportation Funds since the 
state is collecting less money for 
fuel taxes. 

“We're having a hard time 
maintaining what we have let 
alone letting ORVs run our road- 
ways,” Babcock said.

Museum of Military Transport 
(MMMT) recently held a strate- 
gic planning session in Grayling. 

MMMT, a nonprofit corpora- 
tion, is currently a traveling 
museum, attending several shows 
and special events annually. 

~Museum members have dis- 
played their historic military 
vehicles, artifacts and weapons 
during the AuSable’ River 
Festival and other local events 
throughout the year. 

When in Grayling, they spend 
the weekend traveling two-tracks 
and tank trails in their restored 
historic military vehicles. 

-The MMMT mission state- 
ment, “To provide a significant 
educational experience about 
military transportation in history 
for the public and the military 


vehicle hobbyist,” is appropriate, 
as members love to talk about 
their individual vehicles to any- 
one who will listen, said Dan 
Klatt, membership chair. 

MMMT members and friends 
of the Museum, who live 
throughout the state, believe in 
the importance, of educating the 
public about the role these vehi- 
cles played in world history. 
They are willing to travel hun- 
dreds of miles and drive for sev- 
eral hours to attend museum 
events. 

The vehicles shown by the 
members of MMMT are in vary- 
ing stages of restoration. Some 
trucks are restored to better than 
original condition. Others are 


considered daily drivers, where 


operational confidence is more 
important than correct paint or 


markings. 

Many are common light trucks 
from the last half of the 20th 
Century, while others are WWII 
vintage and rate prototypes. 
MMMT’s display generally 


includes U.S. built vehicles and - 


some that were in service with 
other nations. 

Most of the vehicles displayed 
at these events are operational.

each day, law enforcement, 
emergency responders and 
Crawford County incurred sig- 
nificant costs due to the potential 
of large crowds. 

Larry Akers, the 911 and 
Emergency management director 
for Crawford County, said the 
county’s emergency operations 
center, which serves as a plan- 
ning and staging area for disas- 


iers, was activated during the 
entire event, 


Promoters met with local offi- 
cials to address traffic and other 
safety concerns. Officials were 
encouraged to compile and sub- 
mit bills on their costs to cover 
the event, in hopes of recouping 
some funds spent handling the 
air show. 

“When it became evident that 
we were not getting paid, 
nobody bothered to submit a 
report on their costs,’ Akers 
said. 

Under the proposed ordinance, 
information regarding sponsors 
and promoters and the estimated 
number of event staff, partici- 
pants and spectators must be pro- 
vided. Public health plans, 
including plans for water sup- 
plies, solid waste collection and 
disposal and waste water dispos- 
al, must also be provided.

Building inspector, if temporary 
facilities are constructed or elec- 
trical supplies are used, would 
have to sign off on the permit 
application before it is approved. 

The demonstrated ability of 
the applicant to comply with 
requirements necessary to pro- 
tect the safety, health and welfare 
of the public, and the past histo- 
ry of the applicant in complying 
with such requirements, would 
be considered during the appli- 
cation process. 

A $50 fee to cover the admin- 
istrative costs of processing the 
application would be charged to 
promoters. Additional fees may 
be charged by the Crawford 
County Sheriff's Office if the 
event requires special traffic con- 
trol and police protection. 

Political events, block parties, 
school events on school property, 
events sponsored by the county 
or events that generate revenue 
for the county would be exempt 
from the application fee. The 
events, however, may be subject 
to fees from other agencies and 
departments. 

The organizer would have to 
provide a certificate of insur- 
ance, listing Crawford County as 
an insured party, provide $1 mil- 
lion in coverage for the injury or 
death for one person, provide $3 
million for injury or death of two 
people or more and provide 
$500,000 for property damage. 
The applicant would indemnify 
the county from liability. 

By issuing a special permit, 
Crawford County would make 
no guarantees and assume no lia- 
bility for the safety of partici- 
pants and spectators of special

_ Crawford County Sheriff Kirk 
Wakefield, and First Lt. Pat 
Boyd, the commander of the 
Houghton Lake Post of the 
Michigan State Police, said that 
the special events ordinance 
would allow police to plan their 
schedules and manpower in an 
effort to curb over-time costs. 

Boyd said that the State Police 
received grant money for traffic 
and alcohol enforcement during 
the Camp Grayling Rock & Roll 
Air Show, and pulled troopers 
from Gaylord and Kalkaska to 
help with patrols. 

“At least, this makes the play- 
ers aware of what is going on,” 
Boyd said. “If the promoters 
submit a plan, we have some- 
thing to work with.”
